For Your Information! 

Attorney General Evelle Younger released a public 
statement to the press that his staff had studied Propo¬ 
sition 13 and idetermined it to be constitutional, despite 
some minor points, which were not insurmontable. I think 
this statement by the highest legal officer in the state 
should lay to rest the question of whetiier Proposition 13 
when passed, could be upset by the courts. 

People from one end of tlie state to the other are 
being shocked by the aanouncemonts of major property 
tax raises for next year. i find these raises range from 
50 per cent to 300 per cent, and they generally run about 
the same in most of the counties in California. The only 
way these enormous property tax raises crui be struck 
down is the passage of Proposition 13. 

Summary: If Proposition 13 fails, all property taxes 
will raise rapidly from now on, and all rents will go up 
from 15 to 60 (ler cent. If Proposition 13 wins, all property 
taxes and all rents will be lowered. If Proposition 8 
passes art property taxes will go up, because 8 does not 
control increased market values, also all consumer prices 
will rise as more expense will be put on all businesses 
If Pro^ition 13 passes prices of all utilities, gas, water, 
telephone and power will be reducecL The Public Utility 
Ctommlssion has confirmed this to us in wri.ing. 

Whether official or not some sources tell us if you 
vote yes on both Proposition 13 and 8 your vote for those 
two may not be counted. Ask about tihis if you intend 
to vote for both.

Father’s Day was not brought by the stork! It was 
the dream and hope of Mrs. Jolin Bruce Dodd', back in 
1909 when she first thought of the idea of setting aside 

one day in the year to hon----— 

or her father, William Smart of family solidarity and 
aind all American fathers. It unity, 
was a “mon/umont” born of 
idealism, and her gratitude 
to her Father who had 
raised his family of six on 
the Western frontier, after 
his yoiung wife had died.

(Mrs. Dodd had 
preferred the first Sunday of 
June, her Father’s birthday 
that year, but the sermons 
could not be simultaneously 
prepared in time to meet 
the date.) So it is that now, 
by Congressional act! o n. 
Father's Day is a National 
Holiday, to be celebrated al¬ 
ways on the third Sunday in 
■Turve. 

Early on, William Jen- 
pinlgs Bryan, the gp-eatt pop¬ 
ulist, recognized the value of 
observing a Father’s Day. A 
few years later, his declara¬ 
tory position was echoed by 
President Wilson. Then, in 
1924, President Cooli d g e 
urged observance of Fath¬ 
er’s Day as a national cele¬ 
bration. 

William Smart, a Civil 
War veteran, died in 1919, 
hut not before he saw the 
holiday his devotion and 
love for hi.® family had in¬ 
spired, become a gro’.vnng 
reality throughout the Uni¬ 
ted States. Today, Father’s 
Day is observed in mor.* 
than thirty countries around 
the world, and the spread 
of its appeal is growing con¬ 
tagiously. 

Father’s Day became a 
National Holiday by act of 
Congress in 1972, and the 
enabling legislation provider 
fo ra Presidential Proclama¬ 
tion every year. In that year, 
the State of Washington de- 
claicd a “Mrs. John Braice 
Dodd Day” to mark the leg¬ 
islative nationalizing of her 
dream to honor The Ameri¬ 
can Father. 

Mrs. John Bruce Dodd was 
96 on February 18.

I Vote For 13!

Con rary to the scare propaganda of the opponents 
of Proposition 13. essential goverjrment services will con¬ 
tinue, although with greater efflclenc-y and economy. Na¬ 
turally. there Is constemailtui over Proposition 13 In the 
Go\-ernor’s office and in the legislature.

The Senator stared down at the witness for a moment. 
'Then, he took a copy of Mason’s Rules of Order and 
tossed it to the witness. “These are the rules of the 
Senate, sir,” responded the crusty old solan, “show me 
where it says we have to be fair!” 

The witness learned u valuable lesson. There is noth¬ 
ing In the rules that says the Legislature has to be fair. 
I guess it’s as.sumed that they are. but nothing rcNjuires 
the legislature to be that. 

Nothing more provt's the point; nothing more proves 
it better than Proposl ion 13. 

Many leglsla.ors, the governor, city officials, and 
school adminl.strators would have you believe that the 
pa.'-.sage of Proposition 13 would be a staggering blow to 
the .sta e. They conjur up visions of unetiucateu' tliiioren. 
.no jKjlice protection, burning hou.st.'s with no firemen 
nearby — every cliaotlc nightmare imaginable has been 
conjuroid up and pa.ssed on to the public as a possibility 
if IToposition 13 pa.sses. 

The public is really getting a first cla-ss view of the 
ethics of many public officials and bureaucrats. Proposi¬ 
tion 13 mean.s a siN'cn billion dollar cut i.n ihe amount 
of money hat government may spend. It means that 
government is going to have (o reprioritizc its present 
spcndln.'' liabits, and tighten up on all levels of their 
expenditures. Politicians and bureaucrats will fight to 
hang onto every dime they .seized from the taxpayer, and 
distorting he facts, creating fear, and outright extortion 
are acceptable techniques to help government keep its 
present-day level of expenditures.

Now the quesJon is: Does the legislature have to 
be fair? Well, the answer is obviously “no.” Do they have 
to tell you the truih all the time? Well, guess what that 
answer is!
